This Begulatioa states the Agency policy, responsibility, and procadaros relative 
to the transmission, control, and storage of "Restricted Date” and the granting 
of Class *0” Clearances. 

8. SESTKTEICiS 

a. "RESTRICTED DATA, ’ 

The tern “Restricted Data** ea defined in section 10 of Ft&lle lew ‘85, 79th 
Congress, means all data concerning the manufacture or utilization of atonic 
weapons, the production of fissionable material, or the use of fissionable 
material in the production of p owe r , but shall not include any data which the 
Atomic Energy Commission from time to time determines may be pu bli sh ed with- 
out adversely affecting the ccaescn defease and security. In addition to 
being marked "Restricted Data," the information or matter mey carry the 
additional classification category of TOP SECRET, SECRET, or CQHimaHTAL. 

b. "Q" CLEARAJfCE 

A "Q Clearance is a security clearance granted by the Atomic Energy Commission 

for access to St lestrieted Data." 

3. POLICY 

a. The security requirements for the transmission and control of "Restricted 
Date” in the Agency shall be in accordance with the regulations established 
by the Atomic Energy Commission. As a general rule, "Restricted Data" 
material within the Agency shall be handled with an equivalent degree of 
security controls as is afforded TOP SECRET matter regardless of the 
classification assigned thereto. 
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b. Requests far Class "Q" Clearances of eaiployeeB a^omcialsof the 

ahall be severely limited to that number required for the efficient operation 

of; 

(1) Those components of CIA which, In the perfonnance of o , 

mission and functions, require continued access toRestrlcted Data, and 

( 2 ) Those tr aining programs where such clearance is prerequisite to ad- 
mission. 

c. Only employees and officials of the Agency having an active Class _ 

Clearance, granted while on duty with CIA, shall have access to "Restricted 
Data.” A Class "Q* Clearance granted to an employee or official or this 
Agency while anployed by another department or agency of Ooveroment is not 
authority for access to "Restricted Data" unless such clearance has b*»a 
reactivated at the request of this Agency and the employee or official has 
been advised as provided in paragraph 5c below. 

d. Transfer or an employee or official of the Agency fraa o« e 

to another where no Class ”Q" Clearance requirement exists, will automatically 
terminate the authority of that Individual to have access to "Restricted 
Data." 

e. "Restricted Data" material shall be stored only in designated storage facilities 

of the Office of Scientific Intelligence, select®! In accordance with the 
security regulations of the Atomic Energy Ccaaission, or in other . . 

facilities specifically approved in each instance by the Director of Security, 
CIA. "Restricted Data" in the possession of a "Cf* cleared employee or 
official at the end of the working day Shall, if practicable, be returned to 
the storage facilities of the Office of Scientific Intelligence, oth« vise it 
qy^-n fee stored locally in a safe authorized for the storage of TOP SECRET 
mutter.

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EMPLOYEES MED OFFICIALS 

Each employee and official granted a Claes :f Q" Clearance shall, he responsible 
for: 

(1) Ensuring that "Restricted Data* material under his control is handled and 
protected in aceordanee with this Regulation and instructions issued by 
the Office of Scientific Intelligence. 

( 2 ) Ensuring that such material is not made accessible to employees or 
officials who do not hove a Class "Q* Clearance. 

{ 3 } Immediately reporting any compromise of "Restricted Bata" material to the 
Director of Security or to the Assistant Director for Scientific 
Intelligence. 

e. WE refl ow Q]? IXXH 9 I3S CS 

The Chief of logistics shall be responsible far providing couriers who hold 
Class *<f Clearances for the transmission as necessary of "Restricted Data" 
material into and outside of the Agency in Washington, B. C. metropolitan 
area. Transmission of "Restricted Data" material within the Agency will be 
accomplished only by couriers or individuals holding a dams "Q" Clearance. 

f. 22®rVTDOAL 

Any person receiving a package or envelope and finding it or the inner 
wrapping marked with a stamp reading substantially as follows: 

"RESTRICTED BATA 

Document C on tains Restricted Data 
as Defined by the Atomic Energy Act of 1946" 

shall immediately notify the Director of Security or the Assistant Director 
Scientific Intelligence and request that the material be picked up. The 
material shall not be opened for determination of disposition except by "Q" 
cleared personnel of the Office of Scientific Intelligence, tsar by the Director 
of Security, CIA. 

5. PROCEDURES 

a. Requests for Class "Q* Clearances shall be submitted by Chiefs of Major 
Ckmoponents, fear employees under their respective jurisdictions , to the 
Assistant Director for Scientific Intelligence except as provided in para- 
graph b below. The request will include a detailed justification of the need 
for the cl ea r a nc e and sh al l be ac co m panied by an original and six copies of 
the AEC Personnel Security Questionnaire and one copy of the ARC Security 
Acknowledgement Statement, all completely executed with no strike -overs or 
erasure®. The request. If approved, will be forwarded by the Assistant 
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t>. Where there is an operational requirement of a h ig hly aensltiw nature, the 
request arA Justification for the issuance of a Class <f Clearance wax j* 
JSSlttsd directly to the Director of Security by the Deputy Director (Plans) 
or bis designee. Such requests will be acconpanied by the ABC foxas 
s pecif ied in paragraph a shove. Bequests for the cancellation of such 
clearances shall likewise be svfcssitted directly to the Director Of Security 
by the Deputy Director (Plans). 

o. Setifi cation of tha granting of . Claw CUarancc ahall 

the Director of Security through sdnluistrative channels to the revesting 
cosponent and the Assistant Director for Scientific Iatelli0Bnce. tus 
employe or official shall be notified orally by the requesting cospcswmt 
of the Class "<T Clearance and the clea r a n ce nuaaher and flats.
